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SHOULD WASHINGTON DECIDE TO TAKE INITIATIVE WITH 
GREEKS RECOMMENDED IN REFTEL. WE BELIEVE IT WOULD BE 
USEFUL TO INFORM FRENCH DISCREETLY OF OUR PLANNED 
DEMARCHE. FRENCH PROBABLY WOULD LEARN OF SUCH U.S. INI 
TIATIVE DIRECTLY FROM GREEKS IN ANY CASE. WHILE CURRENT 
RELATIONSHIP OF FRANCE TO NATO MILITARY STRUCTURE MAY 
NOT BE THE SAME AS RELATIONSHIP THAT NEW GREEK GOVERNMENT 
SEEMS TO BE SEEKING WITH NATO, WE BELIEVE THAT IT 
WOULD BE USEFUL (A) TO RECALL INDIRECTLY TO FRENCH OUR 
PERCEPTION OF ALLIED RESPONSIBILITIES TO NATO DEFENSE 
UNDER ARTICLE 5, AND (B) TO TAKE INITIATIVE IN KEEPING 
THE FRENCH INFORMED OF U.S. POLICY TOWARD THE GREEKS 
WITHIN THE CONTEXT OF GREECE'S RELATIONSHIP TO NATO, 

WHICH WILL ASSUREDLY BE OF INTEREST TO THE GOF.
